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MONTHLY  REPORT 

The  following  Hems  ore  laken  from  the  monthly  report 
of  the  director  as  presented  to  the  commission  at  thetr  reg- 
ular meeting  ol  April  13th  held  In  Helena: 

Agricultural  Aircraft  and  Agricultural  Pilot  Registration 

Forms  for  the  registration  ol  agricultural  pilots  and  agri- 
cullural  aircraft  have  been  distributed  to  llight  operators 
and  to  all  agricultural  pilots  registered  with  this  oflice  last 
year.  Seventy  agricultural  pilots  and  3$  agricultural  aircraft 
have  been  registered  for  1955.  The  new  metal  plates  lor 
agricultural  aircraft  will  be  distributed  soon  to  agricultural 
aircraft  owners  ond  operators  who  are  currently  registered. 

Uranium  Prospecting  , 

Information  has  been  received  to  the  effect  that  several 
Montona  pilots  are  actively  engaged  in  uranium  prospecting 
with  some  fantastic  rumors  on  estimated  value  ol  claims 
being  located. 

The  state  of  Wyoming  has  passed  a regulation  requiring 
that  all  pilots  engaged  in  uranium  prospecting  by  the  use  ot 
oircrait  must  be  registered  and  a minimum  ot  500  hours  has 
been  established  pertaining  to  pilot  proilciency.  This  action 
was  taken  in  view  of  several  fatal  accidents  ond  incidents 
involving  lost  pilots  engaged  in  prospecting 
Lewis  and  Clark  Air  Tour 

The  director  attended  a meeting  in  Walla  Walla.  Wash- 
ington. to  discuss  plans  with  the  ovloiion  committee  of  the 
Walla  Walla  Chamber  of  Commerce  end  the  aeronautics 
directors  of  Oregon  and  Idaho  pertaining  to  a Lewis  and 
Clark  memorial  tour  which  would  originate  in  Missoula 
on  June  llth  with  alrcrail  departing  from  there  and  flying 
west  along  the  Levris  and  Clark  route  to  Astoria,  Oregon. 
Representatives  of  states  along  the  route  were  present  at 
the  meeting.  Bob  Jones,  president  of  the  Missoula  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  and  Ben  Case,  president  of  the  Missoula 
MPA,  accompanied  the  director  to  Walla  Walla  where  pre- 
liminary plans  for  the  lour  were  set  up. 

This  tour  Is  scheduled  on  the  same  dates  lhat  have  been 
proposed  for  the  dedlcolton  o!  the  border  strip  north  of 
Scobey  and  for  Ihe  aeronautics  commission  meeting  at 
Poplar.  An  effort  was  made  to  change  the  dates  but  due 
to  the  schedule  ol  doles  in  Washington  ihe  Wolla  Walla 
Chamber  ol  Commerce  tell  It  was  impossible  to  moke  Ihe 
change. 

Twin  Bridges  Ice  Jam 

At  Ihe  request  of  Hugh  Potter,  director  ot  civil  defense, 
aerial  pholographs  were  taken  ol  Ihe  ice  iam  at  Twin  Bridges 
and  a reconnaissance  flight  was  made  by  Jerry  McOuaid 
and  the  director  which  showed  that  the  ice  iam  was  not 
ot  sufficient  size  to  declare  an  emergency. 

Aviation  Education 

Announcements  ot  Ihe  aviation  clinic  lor  19SS  were  re- 
ceived Irom  Ihe  printers  and  taken  to  Missoula  and  Billings 
with  6600  being  addressed  in  Missoula  and  7000  copies 
being  addressed  in  Billings. 

Resource  material  has  been  received  irom  Mr.  Merles 
ol  United  Aaii  Lines  lor  distribution  to  teachers  at  the  avia- 
tion clinic  next  summer.  The  Air  Force  has  odvised  Maior 
Stewart  ol  the  civil  air  patrol  that  a request  has  been  sent 
1o  the  Air  War  College  lor  two  instructors  Jot  the,  aviation 
clinic  program.  . » 

Sunburst  Telephone  Line 

The  CAA  airport  section  advised  this  ofilce  that  in- 
quiry had  been  received  pertaining  to  the  construction  o!  a 
telephone  line  in  Ihe  vicinity  of  the  Sunburst  airport.  Let- 
ters were  written  to  various  Individuals  concerned  In  sup- 
port of  the  CAA  recommendation  that  the  line  be  plac^ 
underground  or  where  It  would  not  be  a hazard  to  aircraft 
using  Ihe  Sunburst  airport. 

Western  Montana  Outfitters  and  Guides 
Search  and  Rescue  Corporation 

The  director  and  Henry  Loble  met  with  Ihe  Outfitters  and 
Guides  Association  pertaining  to  the  forming  of  a corpora- 
tion which  wilt  accumulate  funds  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Fish  and  Gome  department  for  search  and 
rescue  operations  Involving  hunters.  The  dude  ranchers 
association  plan  on  selling  up  an  operation  in  the  slate  on 
the  same  pallein  os  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission 
search  and  rescue  organization.

AVIATION  EDUCATION  CLINIC 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  moiled  out 
12.000  brochures  to  Montana  teachers  announcing  an  avia- 
tion clinic  which  will  be  held  at  the  Eastern  Montana  College 
ol  Education  in  Billings  between  the  dales  oi  June  13th  and 
July  1st.  These  clinics  will  be  for  elementary  and  secondary 
teachers  and  include  an  advanced  aviation  clinic  for  teach- 
ers who  have  enrolled  in  previous  aviation  education  train- 
ing. Eastern  Montana  college  will  give  (our  credits  for  par- 
ticipating in  this  year's  summer  school  aviotion  program 
(or  teachers. 

The  University  of  Montana  i"  oKering  an  aviation  edu- 
cation course  between  the  dates  of  June  13th  and  July  ISih 
and  an  aviation  seminar  between  the  dales  of  July  Slh  and 
July  15th.  The  first  is  a one-credit  course  and  the  second 
a three-credit  course.  Both  courses  are  available  to  both 
elementary  and  secondary  teachers. 

The  curriculum  of  the  aviation  programs  to  be  held  at 
both  oi  (he  above  educational  institutions  will  include  field 
trips  and  a tour  of  on  air  base  sponsored  by  the  civil  air 
patrol  and  the  U.  S.  Au  Force.  All  Montana  pilots  are  urged 
to  contact  local  teachers  and  Interest  them  In  this  teocher 
training  program.  Pilots  will  also  be  invited  to  assist  by 
participating  in  Ihe  field  trips  which  will  be  a pari  of  local 
scheduled  breakfast  flights  or  aviation  events  sponsored  by 
Montana  aviation  groups 

POTENTIAL  TACTICAL  USES  FOR 
RYAN  FIREBEE  DISCLOSED 

Ryan  Aeronautical  Co.  has  been  permitted  by  Ihe  Dept, 
of  Defense  to  disclose  that  its  Firebee  600-plus  mph.  let 
target  drone  has  potential  tactical  appllcollons  and  could 
be  used  as  a guldiKl  miMile  or  for  reconnotsaonce.  Other 
derafls'bf  the  forget  drone,  which  simulates  ctfacklng  enemy 
planes,  disclosed  a maximum  sea  level  speed  of  610  mph, 
or  605  mph  at  40.000  ft.  The  Firebeer  can  fly  under  remote 
control  from  the  ground,  alter  launching  from  a mother  plane, 
for  one  hour,  20  minutes,  at  575  mph.  at  an  altitude  oi  40.000 
feet.  Its  service  ceiling  is  approximately  32,500  ft.  and  seo 
level  rale  ot  climb  is  8500  it./mln.

For  guided  missile  use.  a warhead  or  other  special  equip- 
ment could  be  carried  in  the  fuselage  or  in  p^s  slung  b^ 
neath  the  wing.

As  a versatile  guided  missile  for  a variety  ol  applica- 
tions. the  Firebee  could  be  ground  launched  from  rail  or 
zero-length  launchers,  or  air  launched  from  a carrier  plane 
In  flight.

SEARCH  AND  RESCUE  INC[DENTS 

On  March  18lh  piIo(  Mtlboum  Cox  ol  Bilhngs  departed 
from  Craig.  Colorado,  at  approximately  & p.m.  lor  Billings. 
Montana.  On  March  20th  his  nonarrivol  was  reported  to 
John  Lynch.  f-.v>rdlnotor  lor  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Com- 
mission lor  search  and  rescue  in  the  Billings  area.  The  di- 
rector ol  aeronautics  ol  Wyoming,  George  Nelson  was  alerted 
and  Air  Force  search  and  r.*scue  in  Denver  Colorado,  was 
alerted. 

Immediate  search  was  initiated  through  Wyoming  by 
Nelson  and  Lynch  Inlltaled  seorch  between  Craig.  Colo- 
rado, and  Billings,  Montana.  Irom  Billings.  Air  Force  search 
and  resrr--  made  inquiry  In  Colorado  and  assigned  air- 
craft to  search  that  area. 

Sixteen  Billings  pilots  participated  in  the  search  and 
twenty  or  more  aircraft  searched  various  areas  in  Wyo- 
ming. There  were  42  aircraft  participating  in  this  search 
for  a period  of  ten  days.  Unusually  heavy  snows  and  bad 
weather  prevailed  for  several  days  dunng  this  penod.  A 
check  of  weather  revealed  thol  there  was  a cold  Irani  run- 
nmg  from  east  to  west  along  the  southern  boundary  of  Mon- 
tana at  the  time  the  pilot  departed  from  Craig. 

Several  days  alter  the  aircraft  was  reported  lost  two 
government  hunters  located  the  wreckage  ol  the  alrcrall 
a few  miles  south  ol  Lovell.  Wyoming. 

The  report  ot  the  accident  mvestigaled  by  the  Wyo- 
ming Aeronautics  Commission  slated  that  it  was  evident 
that  the  aircraft  had  disintegrated  in  flying  as  the  aircraft 
wos  scattered  over  a two-mlle  area  and  it  was  staled  that 
the  pilot  was  thrown  from  Ihe  airplane  and  had  evidently 
been  instantly  killed. 

All  gasoline,  oil  and  telephone  calls  pertaining  to  this 
Incident  involving  Ihe  operation  of  Montana  aircraft  was 
paid  for  by  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  with  a 
total  expenditure  ol  $416.19.  Pilots  participating  in  the  search 
willingly  contributed  the  use  of  their  own  aircraft  and  time. 
The  search  operation  is  a typical  example  ol  Iriendly  co- 
operation with  no  particular  interest  or  concern  in  receiving 
credit  or  publicity. 


As  this  letter  goes  to  press  twelve  aircrait  are  searching 
between  Poison  ond  Great  Falls  for  pilot  lock  Little  who 
departed  from  Poison  m a red  Stinson,  NC9697-K.  at  S:35 
p.m.  on  April  22. 


SEE  AND  BE  SEENI 

Many  pilots  believe  that  the  old  idea  of  "see  and  be 
seen"  no  longer  holds  lor  collision  prevention  because  of 
Ihe  increasing  speed  ol  which  airplanes  approach  each 
other  head-on. 

This  is  far  from  Ihe  truth,  however,  because  Ihe  vast 
moiority  of  collisions  are  not  of  the  head-on  type.  They 
occur  when  aircraft  ore  Hying  on  converging  courses  rather 
than  head-on.  For  this  we  should  be  very  thankful  because 
It  does  give  ptlols  an  opportunity  to  see  and  be  seen  before 
Ihe  collision  occurs,  provided  they  hove  a delinite  policy 
of  watching  for  other  aircraft,  and  in  an  organized  manner. 

Never  ending  vigilance  on  the  port  ol  every  one  who 
flies  is  a MUST  The  following  don'ts  must  be  observed; 

Don't  Oy  with  a dirty  windshield: 

Don't  do  paper  work  in  flight' 

Don't  go  VFR  in  borderline  weather; 

Don't  forget  the  limitations  to  vision  brought  about 
by  cockpit  design: 

Don't  be  misled  by  slant  visibility  — actual  forward 
vision  may  be  much  less. — Flight  Safely  Fdn.

HOUSE  UNIT  HEARS  MILITARY'S  TACAN  ROLE 
TERMED  A SCANDAL' 

Military  Insistence  on  TACAN  being  incorporated  into 
the  common  sytlem  was  labeled  "a  scandal  " by  Max  Koront. 
assistant  general  manager  of  the  Aircraft  Owners  and  Pilots 
Association  before  the  House  Commerce  Communicotions 
and  Transportation  subcommittee. 

"As  we  look  around  in  this  TACAN  controversy."  he 
slated,  "we  found  the  company  that  developed  the  system 
In  the  llrst  place — Federal  Telecommunications  and  its  par 
ent  company.  Iniemallonal  Telephone  ond  Telegraph — 
heavy  with  admirals,  generals  and  vocable  mititary  con- 
tracts.  We  found  this  in  most  other  radidSnd  electronic  firms 
we  look  to  lor  help.  Some  of  the  people  we  lalk^  with  knew 
lull  well  that  TACAN  was  a scandal.  But  their  answer  Is 
frightening  to  consider;  "You  wouldn  t kick  Sonia  Qau.i  In 
the  teeth,  would  you’?"’ 

He  contended  that  the  military  tesllmony  before  the  sub- 
commitlee  "was  confusing  and  diversionary. " Tite  official 
adoption  of  the  ANDB  recommendation  would  immediately 
force  the  VOR  system  into  a secondary  role.  From  that  mo- 
ment every  effort  will  be  made  by  the  people  with  the  pur"' 
strings  to  gel  Ihe  system  phas^  out  and  shut  down  as 
quickly  as  possible.  . . . The  inevtt^le  confusion  lhai  will 
brought  about  by  this  syslem  . . . will  hove  a pronounced 
effect  on  the  actual  safety  and  efficiency  of  the  whole  oir- 
ways  system.  ...  To  superimpose  TACAN  . . at  a tune 

when  we  are  well  into  Ihe  iransillon  Irom  low  frequency 
to  VOR-DME.  can  only  result  in  an  even  more  dangerously 
aggravated  situation. 

Subcommittee  Chairman  Oren  Hanls  accused  Koranl 
of  using  exaggerated  figures  in  staling  the  military  has  an 
investment  of  $325  million  in  TACAN,  but  Karant  pointed 
out  the  figure  was  a matter  of  public  record.  Carl  Hiruhow 
CR-Calif.)  told  the  witness  he  was  "wild " and  "IrTesponsible"' 
in  occusing  the  military  of  violating  such  agreements  but 
had  not  yet  impinged  on  existing  civil  agreements. " 

Karant.  whose  testimony  ended  the  subcommittee  hear- 
ings into  the  controversy,  concluded:  There  was  something 
in  this  whole  TACAN  business  that  was  either  highly  im- 
proper. Illegal  or  bolh,  "adding  that  he  is  "gravely,  seri- 
ously concerned  with  Ihe  virtual  throttle-hold  Ihe  mllllory 
have  on  ol!  civil  aviation. " — Am.  Avn.  Dally.

Dr.  lames  Pepper  of  the  [>eparlmenl  of  Entomology  of 
the  State  College  hos  requested  that  he  be  advised  of  any 
agricultural  aircrait  in  Montana  which  are  presently 
equipped  tor  the  distribution  of  bait. 

Dr.  Pepper  slated  that  he  did  not  believe  there  would  be 
sufficienl  work  in  bait  distribution  lo  lusllly  a illghl  oper- 
ator to  equip  his  aircraft  for  this  type  of  work,  however,  an 
outbreak  ol  cnckets  may  requue  a substantial  operation  in 
ball  distribution. 

If  you  have  an  aircraft  for  bait  distribution  please  ad- 
vise the  office  of  the  Montano  Aeronautics  Commission  so 
thal  we  may  in  turn  keep  a record  of  your  aircraft  on  file  in 
event  there  is  a need  for  this  type  of  equipment. 


UNITED  AIRLINES  NEEDS  FLIGHT  PERSONNEL 
The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  been  con- 
tacted by  Mr.  C.  M.  Urbach.  Supervisor  of  Employment  and 
Placement.  United  Airlines.  Stapleton  Airfield,  Denver.  Colo- 
rado, odvising  that  the  company  needs  qualllied  personnel 
including  flight  engineers,  mechanics  and  stewardesses  with 
opportunities  for  advancement  of  flight  engineers  lo  co-pllols 
positions. 

The  requirements  for  Illghl  engineers  include  qualili- 
calion  as  follows: 


Age  21  to  28,  height  5"7"  lo  6'4".  U.  S.  Citizen,  high 
school  graduole.  musl  have  commercial  pilot  certificate 
(no  greater  number  of  hours  ore  needed  than  for  Ihe  com- 
mercial license),  musl  poss  a company  flight  physical 
with  no  waivers.  Applicants  who  also  have  on  instru-
